You remem- 
bered its coolness, seeing it in 
winter with snow covering one 
side of it, or ice frozen on the 
leafless vines. 


The mail came late in the aft- 
ernoon. In winter this was always 
that mysterious time of day when 
the light seemed to be waiting, 
standing at the door of night, 
leaving a glow that was not yet 
dusk. 


Far down the road, in this light, 
the mail man was coming. He 
and his horse and buggy were a 
dark, moving mass that slowly 
took on identity and became 
horse, man and vehicle.

In summer it was different. 
Then you could run toward that 
dark mass far down the road, 
running, see it separate itself into 
its parts of man and buggy and 
horse.

Its ads were more exciting then 
than a bazaar in some town in 
the Orient was to be years later. 
There were opportunities to get 
a magic lantern, a camera, a 
spy glass—all ‘wonders, all things 
one normally would ask for if 
given Aladdin’s lamp to rub and 
wish. When the magic lantern 
came jt smelled loudly of its 
alcohol lamp and the heat of it 
- made the paint give off an acrid 
hot smell that would remain in 
the memory forever. Its glass 
slides and painted figures thrown 
on a screen were more magic 
than the present wonders of Hol- 
lywood or television. The magic 
lantérn—well was it named.

The conference reached an im- 
passe Friday when House con-

The House originally ap- 
proved the five-year figure while 
the Senate passed three. Senators 
in the conference were ready to 
split the difference and accept 
four. 

The sudden House acceptance 
of the three-year extension was

TWO SURVIVE 


Survivors of the tragic accident 
are the Aguilars’s sixth child, 
Michael Aguilar, 2, and a 14-year- 
old daughter of Mrs. Garcia, An- 
tonia. They floated to the surface 
and were pulled into a small boat 
by a quick-thinking ferry boat- 
man. 

First reports said that an 11th 
occupant of the car also floated 
to the surface and was swept away | 
in the current. Witnesses say they | 
saw a bobbing head near those of 
little Mickey and Antonia. Search 
was continuing Sunday, but offi- 
cers said they believed the third 
object was a floating log. 


Also alive is Mrs. Garcia’s hus- 
band, Carlos Garcia, 62, Mexican- 
born resident of Redondo Beach, | 
Calif. He didn’t accompany the 
rest of the family on the Saturday 
afternoon outing. 

Looking old and broken, he iden- | 
tified the row of bodies at the 
morgue—his wife, his daughter, 
a son-in-law and five grandchil- 
dren.

Skindivers recovered the eight 
bodies from the car.

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City School Appeal 


Is Plea for Justice 


The Atlanta Board of Education is 
preparing an appeal to the state board 
for a more equitable share in state school 
funds. The plea is for simple justice. 

It is an appeal from a community 
which is paying more of its total school 
costs locally than any in the state, which 
has the largest school population and 
which pays an estimated 35 million dol- 
lars into state school funds while getting 
back only six million. 

There is nothing fair about a system 
of distributing state school funds based 
upon what local communities decide they 
are willing to pay. Yet this is what the so- 
called chargeback formula really amounts 
to. Communities which have accepted 
their responsibilities for education 
through increasing their tax evaluations 
actually are penalized for so doing. 

Atlanta, with the biggest problem, 
cannot lag in its efforts to provide 
minimum facilities for its children. An- 
ticipated enrollment in September will 
be 101,000 and this will rise to 114,000 
by the end of this year. Each month 
there is an enrollment increase for which 
no state funds are provided. Atlanta must 
pay the teachers and supply the class- 
rooms. 

The local tax burden for schools is 
becoming more and more intolerable and 
vet will go higher unless some relief is 
provided by the state. Instead of relief, 
however, local effort is rewarded by pen- 
alties while the state assumes more and 
more of the burden elsewhere at the ex- 
pense of Atlantans. 

Atlanta receives only 27 per cent of 
‘te total school costs from state funds— 
less than any comparable city in the na- 
tion. Yet its youngsters are as truly Geor- 
cian and as-entitled to a fair shake as 
those from any other community. 

> It’s time the State Department of Edu- 
cation showed a little more concern for 
distributing school funds on the basis of 
pupils instead of politics. It could in- 
sigt, too, on elimination of inefficient op- 
erations and on more local support gen- 
erally instead of just a few willing com- 
minities. There is a limit to what any 
gift horse can bear.

They will 
be primarily in food grains, fats and oils. 

The mystery of why the farmer gets 
so little and the housewife pays so much 
has not yet been fully explained: That 
the spread cannot continue, even with 
inflation, without some sort of revolu- 
tion against the middlemen costs, is ob- 
vious. Meanwhile, the promise of even a 
small reduction is welcome.

Judge Arnold's Proposal 


Deserves Serious Study 


Judge Luke Arnold's suggestion that 
prosecuting attorneys be provided for c.ty 
courts has enough merit to warrant seri- 
ous study. In fact, we predict the city 
eventually will have to come to some 
such system and that it will not only he 
economically feasible but will contribute 
cofsiderably to crime control within the 
city. 

O Five city courts, says Judge Arno!d, 
hahdle 70,000 cases every year. Police 
make the cases and serve as prosecutors. 
The judge himself is the sole interpreter 
of the law. 

It stands to reason that with this num- 
ber of cases there are insufficient time 
and personnel adequately to dispose of 
them. Justice necessarily is dispensed in 
haste and as Judge Arnold says many 
cases may be dismissed for lack of evi- 
dence or stymied through delay. Elimi- 
nation of these should more than pay the 
cost of prosecutors. _ 

. Frequent criticism of city courts stems 
from the fact that many cases which 
should go to higher courts automatically 
are tried in city courts where penalties 
are likely to be less severe. This has 
brought on jurisdictional arguments and 
charges that city courts are for revenue 
pu . Leniency of courts crops up 

ceili in diseussions as a ‘contribut- 
ing cause of the rising crime rate. 

Police themselves must spend a lot of 
their time in courts as prosecutors. Since

the best they can. But it does add to 
their work loads and diverts them from 
their other tasks. 


Understanding the need for speedy 
handling of petty cases, wouldn’t prose- 
cutors to help weed through 70,000 cases 
a year speed up rather than slow down 
the course of justice’ Judge Arnold seems 
to think so and he has been around for 
quite a while. 


At any rate, the idea is worth investi- 
gating and the pros and cons debated be- 
fore dismissing it as another probable ob- 
struction in the way of speedy justice.

Recognition of Iraq Is 


In Line With Realities 


Recognition of the new government 
of Iraq by the United States and Britain 
was inevitable and realistic. As revolted 
as we were by this seizure by force and 
the murder of the king and his leaders, 
it is obvious the new government does 
have popular support and to fail to rec- 
ognize that fact would be stupid. 


Refusal to have recognized the new 
government would have amounted to re- 
jection of its friendly overtures and re- 
assurances of continued friendship with 
the West. It would have pushed the coun- 
try closer to Russia and would have as- 
sured its domination by Nasser. As it is, 
there is a chance that Iraq—the most im- 
portant country in the area—will be 
able to control some of Nasser’s dan- 
gerous adventurism. 


Except through war it would have 
been impossible to have changed the sit- 
uation in Iraq. We apparently were not 
willing to take that risk but hope to 
evolve policies which -will regain some of 
our lost ground and friendship among 
the Arab peoples. Positive programs, 
backed by assurances that the Russians 
will not be permitted to take over the 
region, are in order. 


Western interests in the area are 
such that the threat of war will be pres- 
ent for as long as Moscow’s aggressive 
designs, through use of Arab nationalism, 
go forward. To date Nasser has shown 
little understanding of the threat of a 
greater and more terrible imperialism 
hanging over ‘the Middle East than it has 
known before. 

Recognition of Iraq’s new government 
is a step in the right direction of reap- 
praising and forming realistic policies.

Be Ready for Roads? 


By 1960 Georgia’s share of special 
federal highway funds will hit an as- 
tounding $80,554,044 for the fiscal year. 
By that time the most gigantic public 
works program in the history of any na- 
ono be in high gear. 

e state’s apportionment, ‘one of the 
highest in the Southeast, inciudes $60.- 
023,375 for the 90-per-cent federally fi- 
nanced interstate system. The remainder 
is for the primary and secondary systems 
and for urban highways. 

Highway officials, state government 
and the General Assembly of Georgia, of 
course, are faced with the problem of 
raising the additional matching funds. If 
full advantage is to be taken of the pro- 
gram, the money must be raised. With a 
constantly rising state budget and a de- 
pleted surplus in the treasury, this will 
be no easy task. 

There are so many headaches ccn- 
nected with a program of this size that 
there are bound to be problems of con- 
struction which can be met only with 
long-range, meticulous planning. An- 
nouncement of next year’s allotment al- 
most a year in advance is not a minute 
too soon. Even then the task of securing 
rights-of-way and of engineering plan- 
ning is a monumental job. 

But even if these obstacles are over- 
come, the problem of matching funds is a 
major question mark which must address 
itself to all those concerned with the next 
administration at the State Capitol.

WASHINGTON—Two elderly gentlemen who 
have held jobs with the government seem about 
to become eligible for pensions of a kind long 
since provided for nearly everybody else. Congress apparently is go- 


ing to allow $25,000 a year to ex-presidents of the United States. 


Herbert Hoover will be 84 on 
Aug. 10; Harry S. Truman was 
74 last May. These are the only 
two immediately prospective 
beneficiaries of a new kind of 
social security. 

Their public images are s0 
widely known as to have become 
part of our national folklore. But 
what are they like simply as pri- 
vate men, as retired men? In 
some ways they could not, of 
course, be more different. But as 
the only living members of the 
most exclusive club in the world 
—a two-man club that might be 
called the association of former 
presidents of the United States— 
they have points of striking sim- 
ilarity. 

Each has a startling simplicity 
and directness in face-to-face con- 
versation. Each has had all there 
is in success and power—and the 
quiet suffering that goes with 
both. Each has been so big as 
never again to fear to seem little. 


Each has long since climbed 
above petty partisan or personal 
malice. Neither has forgotten the 
abuse he took in the White House. 
But neither clutches these sour 
memories to his heart. 

Each speaks with a plainness— 
whatever the topic — that any 
child of 8 could understand. Many 
lesser public men feel obliged 
to put their thoughts with a cer- 
tain pretentiousness, as though 
dictating to the moving finger 
that records history.

KNOWLAND DISAGREES 


Sen. William F. Knowland (R- 
Calif), Senate minority leader, did 
not go along with Smathers’ views 
on the Mideast crisis helping the 
Republicans in the fall elections. 

Knowland, now a candidate for 
the California governorship, was 
asked Sunday during a recorded 
MBS radio interview—‘‘Reporters’

Republicans in the November 
elections or hurt them. 

Knowland said he did not be- 
lieve the Mideast situation would 
have a material effect one way 
or the other on the outcome of his 
bid for the governorship.

“The main devils in our recent 
consumer price inflation have 
been food and services,” notes 
an economist.

4. There is little likelihood that 
the increase will have any sig- 
nificant. effect in retarding the 
pace of recovery from the reces- 
sion.

It wasn’t until they began to throw things that I stopped read- 
ing a piece by Dr. Harry F. Dietrich beginning, ‘‘Relax and enjoy 
your child.” I put it down softly and wondered whether to intervene 
or to just get up and close the door. It’s so much easier, I find, 
to relax and enjoy your child if you don’t have more than one 
around the premises at the time. Or better still, if you throw them 
all out and simply read a book about children. 


By the time I could pull myself together and fare forth to join 
the fray, the fighting had progressed to the kitchen and I moved a 
little faster because, according to the book I was reading, there are 
more lethal instruments in the kitchen than anywhere else in the 
house. And although by now I know better than to expect sisters 
to live together without storm and strife, I really don’t want them 
to inflict injuries that are expensive or disfiguring on one another. 

Visitors arrived and the fight ended before I could get there 
and later when they wére reconciled and assessed the damage noth- 
ing more dangerous than several leaves of wilted lettuce and some 
cucumber peelirgs had been thrown.

Studebaker Is Banking 


On Small Car, Due Soon 


By LESLIE GOULD 


NEW YORK—The new program to revitalize the | 
$200 million Studebaker-Packard Corp. hinges on: 
Public acceptance of a small under $2,000 car in competition 
with American Motors and foreign makers, and 


Success in converting a $150 million tax loss carry forward into 
; profitable assets via mergers. 


Abraham M. Sonnabend is being brought in 
as a director to develop mergers. 

Sonnabend is an expert in working out deals 
to take advantage of tax loss carry forwards. He 
did this for Botany Mills, of which he is chair- 
man and president. He turned the former Childs 
Co. into the Hotel Corp. of America, of which he 
is president. 


At present corporate tax rates, Studebaker'’s 
tax carrv forward is worth around $75 million. A 
tax loss can be carried forward four vears. Part 
of the loss runs out next year, while the loss for 
the most recent vear can be carried forward to 1962. 

The new car will require financing and this is being worked out 
with banks and insurance companies which hold $54,700,000 in notes 
of the company. This debt will be recapitalized.

While the diversification is a major part of the program for 
assuring Studebaker a future, the company is also betting on a 
continued place in the motor car industry, with emphasis on the 
small car. 


The success of American Motors in this field and the public ac- 
ceptance of the small foreign cars is behind the decision to stay in 
the motor car industry. From a 90,000-car market a couple of years 
aco. foreign car sales are expected to go to 300,000 this year, and the 
Biz Three, which have stayed out of this market, estimate a 600,000 
small car market. 


American Motors with its small car has returned to profitable 
operations, ringing up the best earnings since its merger in 1954 with 
Hudson. It was then Nash. It is the only motor car company to show 
an increase in sales and profits. American Motors stock recently 
sold at its highest price since 1954, and closed Friday at 14'4. 

The new Studebaker program follows the decision of Curtiss- 
Wright some weeks ago to drop its option to buy 5,000,000 Stude- 
haker shares at $5. Curtiss-Wright’s management contract with 


Studebaker is also being terminated, but being renegotiated is an | 


arrangement made with Curtiss-Wright and the German Daimler- 
Benz, maker of the Mercedes cars and trucks. 


The new Studebaker small car will make its debut in a couple 
of weeks. This will be good news for the 2,400 Studebaker and Pack- 
ard dealers across the country. The company is confident it has a 
“hot” car.

He predicted the United Nations 
“‘will no more have success, it will 
no more have the blessing and co- 
operation of God’s kingdom than 
its predecessor did, the blasphe- 
mous, abominable League of Na- 
tions.” 


NO REVOLUTION 


Knorr assured the convention, 
which drew delegates from 123 
countries, that a ‘“‘personal deci- 
sion to avoid suffering the final 
disastrous consequences by hu- 
man rulers” did not mean revo- 
lution or anarchy. 

“Carrying out a peaceful or vio- 
lent revolution would mean we 
would merely substitute the gov- 
ernment by other men with a gov- 
ernment by ourselves,” he said. 
“The end result would be no dif- 
ferent; it would still be govern- 
ment by men, by ourselves.”
